No 
man is bound, either by the law of the 
land, or by any of the multifarious 
Orders iw Council to take a wife 
“from outside his own clan or group,” 
or, mdeed, to take a wife at all if he 
does not wish to do so.

The Convention suggests that not only 
attempts to commit genocide should be 


punishable, but also preparatory acts, 
such as incitement of the public. Thus 
rulers, officials, on the one hand, and 
private persons on the other. having 


participated in criminal acts, would be 
subject to punishment. It was, however. 
generally agreed that non-participants 
should escape liability if they could prove 
that they had been ordered to commit 
crimes of genocide by command of law 
or by an official. 

A State, having become a party to the 
Convention, would be bound to iniro- 
duce provisions for the punishment of 
genocide into its national Criminal Law

AS long avo as 1933. an emiment jurist, 
Professor! Raphael Lemkin. proposed at a 
conterence -of imternational lawvers assem- 
bled unde League of Nations auspices 
Madrid the listing. of two new. crimes, 
‘ barbarity ~ and in the penal 
codes of member-States Protessor Lemkin, 
as the first advocate of the international 
“genocide himself was 
the inventor of the term, to describe the 
systematic murder of a whole people--was 
then a voice crying in the wilderness, A 
Jew. of Polish origin, he found himself 
recalled to Poland and his passport with- 
drawn, to witness helplessly in the succeed- 
ing years the commission against European 
Jewry of the very crime which he had sought 
to define. To-day, the Economic and Social 
Council of the United Nations-—the supreme 
organ so far devised by the civilised world 
-— Is about to discuss a draft Convention on 
genocide, drawn up by the U.N. Secretary- 
General, Mr. Irygve Lie, with the help of 
Professor Lemkin and other legal experts. 
This draft, after examination, will go before 
the torthcoming General Assembly of the 
United Nations for their approval. 

The space of time between Professor 
Lemkin’s original proposal and the U.N. 
draft Convention encompasses the whole 
modern tragedy of the Jewish people, major 
victims of the crime of genocide. At the 
Nuremberg Trial, where the term was offici- 
ally used for the first time, evidence was 
submitted in ghastly amplitude to show how 
this mass crime, on a scale such as the world 
had never before witnessed or conceived of.

LIGHT IN THE DARK CONTINENT 


Jews and Negroes have much in common 
both have suffered systematic oppression and 
discrimination; both have. undergone. deporta- 
tion and exile in their tortured historv; and 
both stull face an uncertain future in a. world 
where they have each been a despised minority 
on account of their birth and characteristics 
real or invented For this reason. Jews, always 
the champions of minority nghts, have felt a 
special sympathy for the tribulation of their 
Negro brethren. In America, the former home 
of Negro slavery, Jews took an early and lead- 
ng part in the struggle tor Negro emancipation 
As the American and Foreign Anti-Slavery 
Society noted in its report in 1853. the cruel 
persecutions that the Jews themselves had 
undergone tended to make them friends of 
universal freedom: and it added that some Jews 
m the Southern States had “ refused to have 
any right im the property in man, or even to 
have any Slaves about them.” In Europe, such 
Jews as Adolphe Crémieux fought successfully 
not only for Jewish rights but also for the rights 
of the Negro, and Crémicux crowned his 
endeavours in 1848 with his announcement, on 
behalf of the French Government, that slavery 
was abolished thrauehout the French posses- 
sions. In Britam, too, Jews took an active 
part in the abolition societies lo-day, among 


Jews throughout the world, and especially in’ 


the U.S.A., with its great Jewish and Negro 
populations, sympathy with the Negro is funda- 
mental. United States. Jewry, in innumerable 
ways, has shown its reprehension of the dis- 
crimination of which the Negroes are the major, 
and themselves the minor, victims. But Jews. 
with the example of Palestine before them. will 
feel particular affinity with those Negroes who. 
m their free African homeland of Liberia, have 
been striving to build up a State which will 
serve as a beacon to their millions of brethren 
in America and in the rest of Africa. Last 
week's centenary of Liberia as an independent 
State cannot go unnoticed as a landmark in 
the history of an indomitable people. The 
freed slaves and their descendants. overcoming 
a host of natural and human obstacles. have 
survived and progressed during a century which 
has seen mighty empires collapse and arrogant 
aggressors m the dust.

A FILM REFUSAL 


IN the film world a strange paradox exists.

Ihe reason for world interest is not 
far to seek The uncovering of tangible 
links with the ancient past touches upon 
a mans knowledge of the Holy Land 
from his early years. Indeed, I once 
heard an eminent scholar remark that 
the Sunday school had done more to 
popularise present-day archexology than 
any other institution of which he knew. 
Was it not the late David Lloyd George 
who said. in connection with the issue 
of the Balfour Declaration, that in his 
youth he knew more about the geography 
of Palestine than of Wales? 


Building Reveals Old Sites 


Chance has played a more notable part 
in revealing ancient remains than any 
other factor in the past few years, while 
war-time difficulties suspended large- 
scale diggings. New building and 
development activity, both Jewish and 
non-Jewish, has been breaking into soul 
which has lain virgin for hundreds and 
thousands of years. The discovery of 
objects as widely separated in time as, 
for example, the Lachish writings of the 
seventh century B.c.f., and the ruins of 
an abbey of the Crusade period in the 
twelfth century c.r., is indicative of the 
great scope of potential research. : 

Historic kingdoms, in fact, lie buried 
in the earth of Eretz Yisrael, of which 
the suiface has hardly been scraiched.

Jewish Scholars’ Work 


Jewish scholars had very little to do 
with the big excavations until twenty-five 
or thirty years ago It is now grauiiyvineg 
to know that the Hebrew University and 
the Jewish Palestine Exploration Society 
are contributing to a growing extent to 
modern knowledge of the Israelite past. 
Such names as Eleazar Sukenik, Leo 
Ary Mayer. S. Yeivin, Benjamin Maisler, 
Stekelis, and Avi-Yonah are becoming 
prominent in the records of international 
scholarship [wo outstanding excava- 
uuons by the Jewish Palestine Exploration 
Society have been the town and 
necropolis of Sheikh Avreik, Galilean 
centre ot the period after the destruction 
of the Temple, and Beth Yerah—Temple 
of the Moon—by the side of Lake 
K inneret. | 

It would be manifestly impossible here 
to describe at length the greai variety of 
discoveries made even in recent years. 
But in the past quarter of a century there 
have been many exciting finds which 
deserve mention.

M Harold Sore! asks for evidence 
Tomas Goodman's having preached 
in English in Liverpool before 1817. Mr. 
Soref apparently relies on Matthias 
Levys “ The Western Synagogue—Some 
Matenals tor its History ” for the claim 
he makes in respect of the Western Syna- 
gogue, but in the reprint of this work. 
appended to Ceci Roth’s “ Records of 
the Western Synagogue, 1761-1832." 
Levy says (p, 121) that Goodman's 1817 
sermon on the death of Princess Char- 
lotte of Wales ahd Saxe-Coburg, and to 
which Mr. Soret refers. was the first to 
he “delivered in English in a London 
(German) Synagogue’ (my italics). Levy 
would not be likely to limit this claim to 
London if he had been on surer ground 
in Stating that it was the first in Eneland. 
Dr. Roth, m his above-quoted work (pp. 
47 and 93), appears to base his State- 
ments as regards Goodman upon the 
passages in Levy's work. Furthermore. 
Goodman's 1817 sermon is described as 
the first recorded sermon—a very 
different thing from. the. first pulpit 
utterance in English.

Levy 
would not be likely to limit this claim to 
London if he had been on surer ground 
in Stating that it was the first in England.
